ST ROSO  ALLIES, 

From  remote  times  the  elements  have 
played  oo  insignificant  part  In  the  decision 
of  battles.  At  Beth  Hordn  the  “hail  stones” 
are  said  to  have  killed  more  than  the  weap¬ 
ons  oyhe  Iaraelitish  warriors.  Th*  battle 
of  Mount  Tabor  was  attended  by  a  storm 
which  flooded  the  Kishon,  that  “ancient 
river,"  and. drowned  the  flying  soldiets  of 
Giseea. 

One  thing  which  saved  from  desCrucd jo 
the  English  army  at  Crecv  was  the  rain 
which  drenched  the  ground  and  rendered 
Che  soldiers  of  France,  weighted  with  heavy 
armor,  th*  easy  prey  of  the  small  force  of 
English,  who  slew  their  enemies  at  pleasure. 
While  Najmlbon  tarried  at  Moscow  a  force 
was  gathering  to  war  against  him  mare 
numerous  and  terrible  than  the  Cossacks: 
the  storms  of  Winter  were  brewing,  which 
ltia  troops,  that  had  braved  the  fiercest  dan¬ 
gers  on  the  battle-field,  coaid  not  resist.  It 
was  a  dread  Russian  Winter  which,  under 
Providence,  gave  him  the  defeat  which  serv- 
-ed  to  offset,  measurably,  his  former  magaifi- 
•cent  triumphs. 

At  Waterloo  it  was  not  so  much  the  Iron 
Duke  or  the  English  squares  which  inflicted 
-upon. the  Emperor  his  final  disaster.  The 
storm  whxh  prevailed  the  night  before  the 
hattle  and  which  crippled  for  hours  his  ar¬ 
tillery — the  right  arm  of  hia  dependence — 
com  him  the  day.  The  six  hours  lost  tp  him. 
froan  morning  to  noon,  were  worth  a  victory. 
They  gave  opportunity  for  the  arrival  of  the 
Prussians.  Had  the  battle  begun  in  the 
morning  sunset  would  have  witnessed  the 
rout,  for  the  first  time,  of  the  troops  under 
the  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  the  destiny  of 
lnoderu  Europe  would  have  been  changed. 

The  English  are  now  encountering  allies 
of  ^be  Egyptians  whose  power  enters  large¬ 
ly  into  the  war — the  strong  fore©  of  intense 
heat,  the  resistance  of  desert  sand  and  the 
rising  waters  of  the  Kile,  which  can  soon  be 
turned  against  the  British  and  be  spread  as  a 
wide  barrier  between  General  Wolselet 
and.  Arabi  Pacha.  #Every  day  the  latter  can 
keep  hack  the  former  counts  bo  much  in 
favor  of  the  Egyptian  cause. 


THE  YELLOW  FEVER. 

The  scourge  of  the  South  has  again  been 
loosed  upon  the  unhappy  people,  It  prom 
ises,  however,  not  to  be  as  viralent  and 
widespread  os  in  some  former  years.  If 
energetic  effort  can  restrain  it  to  the  places 
at  present  Infected,  the  progress  of  the 
plague  will  be  checked. 

The  lateness  of  the  season  Is  in  favor  of  * 
brief  prevalence  of  one  of  the  most  dread 
enemies  of  the  Southern  people.  As  it  is, 
many  have  died,  (tandreds  are  prostrated, 
and  more  must  go  down  under  “the  pesti¬ 
lence  that  walks  in  darkness  and  the  de¬ 
struction  that  wastes  at  noon  day.”  Already 
benevolence  and  adf-aocrifice  are  being 
again  exerted  in  the  treatment  of  the  afflict¬ 
ed.  The  whole  country  will  hope  for  a 
speedy  and  complete  abatement  of  the  fear 
firi 


THE  SCLTJlS. 

The  Sultan,  with  the  designs  and  sympa¬ 
thies  he  has  cherished  and  because  of  hia 
direct  connection — now  plainly  known — with 
the  coarse  of  Arabi  Pacha,  has  justified 
himself  in  a  characteristic  career  of  vacilla¬ 
tion  in  hia  dealings  witli  England.  Nothing 
more  favorable  than  this,  in  view  of  the  re¬ 
sult  hoped  for  by  the  civilised  woifid,  could 
have  been  desired.  England  bos  gone  for¬ 
ward  alone  in  her  self  appointed  task;  the 
coast  of  Egypt  has  been  placed  under  a  strict 
blockade,  and  Turkey  can  land  troops  only 
where  and  In  what  numbers  England  may 
decree. 

It  la  extremely  doubtful  whether  the  Sal- 
tan  will  be  permitted  to  have  any  part  in 
dealing  with  the  Eg}  ptinna,  unless  it  may 
be  to  send  a  few  troop*  to  Port  Said  or  to 
■ome  point  where  they  can  best  be  held  in 
check:  Even  telegraphic  communication 

between  the  Sublime  Porte  and  Turkish 
officers  in  Egypt  has  been  cut.  England 
virtually  says  to  him.  Honda  Off!  Cert 
tainly  she  doee  not  need  hia  military  aid  and' 
will  do  better  without  than  with  Turkish 
troops,  who  would  be,  in  their  untrust  worth- 
lneaa,  more  of  a  menace  and  care  than  a 
help. 

The  most  the  Sultan  can  now  do  is  to  keep 
•p  n  show  of  conference  and  co-operation 
with  England,  managing  to  keep  things  in 
so  unsettled  a  state  aa.  If  possible,  to  re¬ 
strain  Russia  from  assuming  the  aggressive, 
as  she  would  speedily  do  if  all  semblance  of 
Turkish  and  England  alliance  should  cease. 
One  outcome  of  the  war  seems  already  to 
have  been  determined,  viz.,  the  end  of  the 
Mohaa’s  suseralniy  over  Egypt.  This  is 
now  virtually  a  thing  of  tha  past.  Which¬ 
ever  Power  predominates  in  the  future  of 
Egypt,  this  unhappy  country  erill,  we  be¬ 
lieve,  henceforth  be  free  from  Turkish  |pb- 
j action,  and  oense  to  pay  its  yearly  tribute  of 
£700,008  to  the  Ottoman  government.

It  is  more  than  possible  that,  while  armed 
camps  are  being  constructed  at  Kasansin  by 
the  English  and  Egyptians,  General  WoLSE- 
ly  is  maturing  a  decisive  blow  in  another 
quarter.  If  he  has  secured  a  concentration 
of  the  chief  forces  under  Arabi  Pacha  along 
the  Sweet  Water*  Canal,  as  though  Tel-el- 
Kebir  and  Zj^gaxig  were  the  immediate 
points  to  be  struck,  it  would  render  on  ad¬ 
vance  by  way  of  the  old  road  from  Sue*  to 
Cairo  a  master  stroke.  The  tactics  pursued 
in  moving  the  English  troops  from  Alexan¬ 
dria  to  Ismailia  may  be  repeated  in  a  sud¬ 
den  transfer  of  forces  to  Suez.  An  armed 
camp  might  suffice  for -the  protection  of  the 
Kassasin  Lock  and  the  foreh-water  supply 
and  a  rapid  movement  towards  Cairo,  by 
such  forces  as  could  be  spared  from  Kassc- 
sin,  augmented  by  the  Indian  contingent 
now  at  Suez,  might  throw  Arabi  Pacha  into 
confusion,  would  turn  the  positions  at 
Tel-el-Kebir  and  Z.igazig  and  make  possible, 
by  a  supreme  and  decisive  effort  aimed  di¬ 
rectly  at  Cairo,  the  fulfillment  of  the  predic¬ 
tion  of  General  Wolselky  of  hi#  return  to 
London  by  the  15th  of  September. 


Greece,  whose  heroism,  in  ancient  and 
modern  times,  has  won  the  admiration  of 
the  world,  sees  in  the  present  condition  of 
things  in  Europe  her  opportunity  for  self 
gain.  Wjth  an  independence  from  Turkey 
secured  through  the  Great  Powets — not 
least  of  which  in  seal  for  her  cause  was 
England— she  does  not  hesitate  to  show  her 
hand  as  ready  to  improve  any  occasion 
which  may  now  present  itself  to-  dismember 
still  farther  the  Ottoman  Empire.  In  the 
final  settlement  of  affairs  now  in  progress, 
her  voice  will  be  raised  anew.  and.  we  trust, 
be  heeded.  The  Turk  in  Europe  is  s  rob 
her  and  usurper;  and  the  sooner  the  wrongs 
of. the  past  can  be  righted  the  better  for 
Europe  and  tlie  world.

The  So¬ 
ciety  has  had  a  prosperous  o*reer  since  Its  reor¬ 
ganization  in  lfltid,  when  It  setectM  a  pennaueut 
location. mi  th*  maui  Woe  of  the  PeHusyfvania 
RailroscLdiaM  way-betwO*a  Newark  aed  4Miza- 
beth  and  ouly  eleven  miles  from  New  York. 
Tbe  Society's  success  in  gaining  popularity  with 
the  farmers  of  uur  own  aa  w*H  as  Wrebordering 
States  is  largely  owfisg  to  the  liberal  aud  pro- 
gresrive  policy  of  ft*  directors  and  officer*  to¬ 
ward  the  exhibitors  and  vlaitort  at  each  annual 
exhibit  loo.  On#  vary  Important  object  tle-otfu' 
cert  of  ibt*  Sdcfety  have  always  ctMrevorell  fb 
attain— that  is,  to  build  up,  ou  a  tirm  and 
hesltbf  basis,  every  department  or  branch  of 
husbandry,  so  that  farmers  visiting  the  annual 
exhibition  could  see  not  ouly  fine  horses, cattle, 
sheep,  swine  and  poultry,  but  also  the  best  pro¬ 
ducts  of  the  s-  II,  ss  well  ns  all  the  improved 
labor-saving  implements  and  machinery  which 
are  usctl  by  the  most  successful  and  progress¬ 
ive  husbandmen.
